Respecting the Expenditure of the 
Municipal Revenue for the Year 
1888. 

BE IT EN.\C rKD HY THE COUNCIL OF

Sr. PAt;i., Fob. 18.— The rUmca-rras 
this iiioriiing says : "Tlioru am certain 
caiiitaliHts niitl railway luagiuitcs in St. 
P:iitl, Miimeaiiolia and Chicago who liavo 
bt'oti lonkiiig very wise and mysterious for 
tho hist your or two. Every now autl 
tliuii one of thoiu has exchiimed, a.s if 
utter silence was oll'ensive iiiid tliu load of 
11 groat secret was preying upon him : 
"J use y(Hi wait. Before uittny months 
you will huar of a railway project that 
will atiirtlu the world." Then ho has 
lapsed into a cavern of silence from 
which Doveii yoke of oxen could not 
draw him uut. This stupendous scheiiiu 
ha.s at luiinth been discovered. It is 
iiDthing uiuru nor leas tlian a niilway 
from tho Twill Cities luti Bismarck, l!rit- 
i.sh Columbia iiiul Alaak;i t(j I'oldii, China, 
and Irkoutsk in tho llussiaii umpire. The 
Minneapolis ifc Pacific, Aboidoon, Bia- 
iiiarck Nortliwestern and the Canadian 
Pacific will carry the road to Victoria. 
Thence a lmo>>viU-.be:;built to Cape Prince 
uf Wales on Buhring's strait, adistanconf 
about J ,100 mile.'). Tiiis body of water, 
.separatiiiir tlie American continent from 
Asia, is but thirty-five uiilea wide and 
inidH'fty i.i dotted witli iaiands. Tiie water 
is only twenty or tweiity-livo fathoms 
deep and can ultimately lie bridged, 
tliougli temporarily a crossing will bo 
made in boats. On tho opposite side in 
Asia is East Capo, from whence a road 
will bo constructed to Pekiii, Ciiin;i, 
Yeddo, .lapiiii, and other poitita in tho 
liuaaiaii and Cliinese ein[iirea. A inad 
liaa already been conatructed by the Ilii.s- 
aian govornmout to Irkoutsk, and it is ex- 
pecti;d th.\t this will bo extoiidod to form 
a jiiiieturo witli tho lino from East Cape 
to Pekiii, about sixteen hundred miles 
from the atraits. 

Tliia uroject looks huge. It is, and a 
fow yoara ago would have been deemeil a 
crazy idea and impossible of execution. 
But scarcely a better country for railrotul- 
ing could be found, with c(nu|)aratively 
small exceptions. Through Uritish Col- 
umbia a passage is easy. The weather on 
the proposed lino is never severe, and 
travel ia never impeded by snow. There 
is but one port on the coast that does not 
reiiiiiiii free of ice during tho winter and 
tliat is Westminster, which is sometimes 
lilled with (ioating cakea. Coal is plenti- 
ful and timber iiioxliaustiblo. In Alaska 
there is but one section where cold weather 
would prove a drawback, and that is no 
ivnrso than on the Canadian PaciGc. In 
most- of tho territory traversed tlio tem- 
perature scarcely over falls below 
zero. Tlie extrciiui upper jiart of 
Hilioria ia almost uninhabitable, 
but tlie road will enter that 
land in about latitude ()2, and the coun- 
try below that is rich in iiiiiioiala, timber, 
agricultural productions, furs, etc., and 
every mile of the road can bo iiinde to 
pay. Of course, wheii the Chinese empire 
is reached a treasure house is opened. 
Tho distance betweun Capo Priiico of 
Wales and Pekin is but little over 1,000 
miles, making thu whole route from St. 
Paul and Minneapcdis to Pokin but 5,100 
miles. Tho first trains aro expected to 
run through in ton days' time, but wiien 
the inevit-kble limited is put on the pas- 
senger who leaves St.. Paul on Monday 
will tako his breakfast in Pekin Saturday 
morning and lii.s supper Suiuky evening 
ill Honij Kong. Tho time to Yeddo, 
.laiian, will be about the aamo as to Pokiu. 



ROYAL .IU15ILEE HOSPITAL. 

A meeting of the general committee of 
tho Provincial Royal Jubilee Hosjiital waa 
held yesterday at the office of tlio board 
of trade, to receive the report of the 
building committoo on plans. Present: 
A. IMcLeaii, Chairman; Secretaries J. S. 
Yates and Win. Chudley, and Messrs. 
Lubbe, R. Finlayson, R. P. Rithet, C. 
Hay ward, W. C. Ward, A. Wilson, A. A. 
(ireen, R. Ward, C. Rodfern, T. E. 
Smith, .las. Fell, H. F. Heisterman, C. 
Bosai and others. 

The report of tho coiuinittee stated 
that ten sots of plans had been received 
by them and had been carefully con- 
sidered; all of thorn, however, had failed 
in coining within the means (§35,000) at 
the disposal of the committee. The eoin- 
niittee had selected two acta of plans, one 
with Iho motto "The(jry and Practice' 
and the other "Work and Win"— both of 
which had many gocpd points. 'I'lie c(pm- 
niitteo had referred the cost of these 
buildinj;8 (designed for tho accoiuinoda- 
tion of 125 patients) to Mr. Keefer, O.E. , 
who reported tho cost of tho former, ap- 
proximately, iit S()0,000 and the latter at 
.*!yO,000. Tho conunifcteo thon recom- 
mended tliat tho award (iJSOO competitive 
(jrize) bo made to "'IMioory and i'ractice" 
after aoino iiiodilications wore made in the 
plans. 

Mr. R. Ward, seconded by Mr. R. P. 
Uitliet, moved that tho report of the 
conimittoe b'e'rebeived and adopted. 

Considerable discussion then ensued. 

Mr. A. Wilson objected to the adojiticjii 
of tho rei)ort as it tiiially settled the ac- 
cuptunce of tho plans of "Theory and 
Piactice. " Mr. Keefer had assured him 
that his estimate of tho relative cost of 
tho two plans was not to be depended 
upon — and that he had adopted the rule 
of thumb in arriving at his conollisioiis. 
Mr. Koefor suggeated that tho ([ucatioti bo 
referred to ii practical builder, it would 
bo a pity if tho aubscriboi 's money was 
sent abroad for these plans. 

Mr. Hayward pointed out that al- 
though the connuitteo had practically re- 
commended two seta of plans, tho ofToct 
of the resolution would decide the ques- 
tion in favor of one. The coiiimittoo had 
ahown that the (jueaticii of coat had in- 
lluonced tliem. He felt sure that tlie 
estimates of cost had not been prepared 
carefully enough _ to have a decision upon 
thoin, 

Mr. 0. Redforn, sec. by Mr. J. S. Yatos, 
moved as an amendment that tho plans of 
"Theoi-y and Practice" and "Work and 
Win" bo referred back to tho building 
coiiiiiiittuu, with instruotioiiH to have 
thom altered to come within tho moans of 
the eoinruittoo and accept the pUn which 
could be altered with the least detriment 
to the original design. 

Mr. James Fell decidedly objected to 
the amendment, it meant calling in ex- 
ports and all that nonsense and would re- 
sult in a repetition of tho water bcIioiiio 
business. Tliero was no use tulkitig, (he 
plan of "Theory and Practice" waa the 
best. He know that, the very moment 
he B^vv thom. 

Mr. Ward here obtained leave to with- 
draw the original resolution, and on Mr. 
Redfera'tf . /-motion being put waa dcolarod 
carried and fche mooting adjourned.

A DOUBLE ROBBERY. 

Hr, Michael Young and the Victoria Loan 
Ofllce Robbed of a Quantity of Valu- 
abl» Jewelry. 

On Thursday afternoon about 4 o'clock 
tho residence of Mr. Michael Young, 
Quebec street, James Bay, was feloniously 
entered during the absence of the family 
and a quantity of valuable jewelry stolen. 
When. Mr. and Mrs. Young returned 
home they discovered the robbery, and 
upon examination found that a diamond 
pin, a pair of bracelets and other jewelry 
to tho value of about §200 had been ab- 
stracted. A further examination revealed 
the fact that the thieves had eSectcd an 
entrance through tho scullery window, 
which was unfastened, and after obtaining 
an entry thus, they removed a portion of 
the lock on tho street door, evidently to 
afford a speedy means of exit from the 
promises. The buck door was also tamp- 
ered with, a portion of a key being found 
broken in the lock, as if tho intruders 
had first tried to gain an entrance 
this way before trying the scul- 
lery window. When some of Mr. 
Young's neighbors heard of the robbery 
they remembered to h^ve seen during the 
afternoon two or three flashy-looking 
individuals loitering about tho premises, 
ringing the door bell and otherwise mak- 
ing sure that no one was at home. Mr. 
Young communieated with the police 
Without delay, furnishing tho oflioors witli 
a description of the articles stolen, the 
appbarauce of the men seen loitering 
about his house and other particular! of 
the rubbery, and Sergeant Sneppard with 
Jiis usual promptitude took the matter in 
hand. 

Somewhat later in the aftornoon, 
shortly aftor 5 o'clock, two men entered 
the Victoria Loan Office, Johnson street, 
kept by Messrs. Kirschberg & Landsberg. 
The proprietors liad just stepped out for 
supper, leaving a boy ten years old in 
charge of the store, and it was this op- 
portunity the thieves had evidently been 
waiting for. The pair of sharpers asked 
to look at a tray of costly gold and dia- 
mond rings which was on exhibition in 
the show case. The boy, unsuspicious of 
any evil design, handed out the tray of 
rings, when the two men commenced try- 
ing theiu ou, placing a couple of the rings 
on each finger and then doubling the 
finger thus ornamented into the pulm 
of tho hand, whilst with t'ae other fingers 
they picked up and examined other 
rings. In this ingenious manner they 
managed to conceal six of tho most valu- 
able rings without the knowledge of tho 
boy, and handing back the remaining 
rings to the lad they left the store, re- 
marking tliat they would call again when 
the "boss" was in. Mr. Kirschberg did 
not become aware of his loss until late in 
the ovoniiig, when, as ho was placing the 
jewelry in the safe for the night, he 
missed six rings, valued at $240, from 
one of the trays. He queatioiied tho lad, 
and from what he then heard of tho visit 
of the two strangers, ho concluded they 
were the guilty parties, and at onco placed 
tho police in possession of the facts of the 
case. Fortunately for the ends of justice. 
Sergeant Sheppard happened to be look- 
ing through tho window during tho time 
the two men were examining the tray of 
rings, and although ho did not obseuvo 
them to be engaged in the theft, their 
actions weru sufficiently suapicioua to 
mako the sergeant take good note of their 
appearance, so that when lato in tho eve- 
ning the robbery was reported at tho 
police station Sergt. Sheppard knew at 
once the men ho wanted. Their appear- 
ance also tallied with tho description given 
of the men seenloiteringaboutMr. Young's 
projuises, and the officer at once began 
to work up tho case. He succeeded so 
well that yesterday at noon he arrested 
both men on Yates street, and after being 
handcuHbd they were taken to their cabin 
on' Humboldt street, when a search was 
made for tho missing articles. Although 
none of the rings or other jewelry wore 
found, the officer diacovered three, tooth 
brushes ascertained to have boon ntolen 
from Luncrley & Co.'s drug store, one 
ivory-handled shaving brush stolen from 
Mr. Thos. Shotbolt's store, and half-a- 
dozen damask napkins stolon fom the Oc- 
cidental hotel. The prisoneru were llieii 
taken to tho lock-up, where they gave 
tlie names of E. Clark and John D«we, 
and upon being searched a large bunch of 
keys waa found in their possession. The 
keys aro about thirty in number, of every 
description, and suitable for op3niiig al- 
most any doscription of lock, soino not 
being more than an inch in luugtli and of 
very fine workmanship. Both men am 
flashily dressed, wear large, showy 
jewelry, and are believed to have recently 
arrived from the American aide, under 
oircumatancuB which load tho police to be- 
lieve they were requostod t« leave the 
neighboring Republic in a huri^. They 
wiu ^ brought up for exaroinaticn In the 
police couxt to-day.

A Protective Policy. 

London, Feb. 24. — English journals, 
especially provincial journak, view with 
incroaaing alarm tlie possibility of tho 
surroiidor of Great Britain to a policy of 
l)artial protection in tho shupo of a tariff 
on imports. Salisbury's avowal, made a 
short time ago to a fair trade delegation, 
that he thought the tarill' might safely be 
put upon a few articles whicli now ontor 
English porta free, is taken as legitimate 
ground for the feeling that the govern- 
ment may be induced to thuik as ho does, 
and that tho country may soon be com- 
mitted to a sort of fair trade, if not a 
more extensive tariff" policy. 

Object Iu u Turlir. 

Manchester and Liverpool newspapers 
are especially severe in their criticisms of 
the policy by which such enormous mono- 
polies could grow- and thrive to the detri- 
ment of tho country at large, and loudly 
decry such a condition of things for Eng- 
land, which they solemnly declare will 
come to pass if any tariff notions are in- 
dulged in by the "governuient. They in- 
stance Germany, whose tariff increases, 
as year by year, Bismarck needs moru 
money to support his idle armies, and 
predict, if existing conditions prevail in 
that country the so-called trusts bo 
formed there and run undoubtedly by the 
government, and that all business inter- 
ests will be paralyzed in consequence. 

Trii.st i'ouiitnuleit luvvtllKUtloii. 

Tho lengthy reports of the investigation 
of "trusts now going on in New York 
have been cabled here and printed in 
full and the English papers have ''seized 
upon the opportunity aflbrded by tho con- 
dition of things us represented, to be a 
result of the formation of trusts, and 
preach various homilies for the edification 
of their readers. Naturally thoy attribute 
the evils of the trusts system to the high 
tariff which exists in America and declare 
if the United States would adopt free 
trade the trust companies could no longer 
exist. That with duty removed from ar- 
tiales which form the basis of various 
trust companies, conipotition would en- ' 
sue that would completely overwhelm the 
monopoly now enjoyed by these compan- 
ies and protected by the government. 

ParllsMCUtary .Volcii. 

In tho house of commons this evening 
A. H. Smith moved that the house take 
into consideration the rules of procedure 
in preference to all other business. 

Gladstone regretted the government 
should have seen tit to propose urgency 
for the rules of prccedure, but since they 
did so, ho would-assist in expediting the 
discussion of them. 

Bradlaugh moved an amendment, in- 
cluding Wednesday from operation of 
rules whioli was defeated by 247 to 150. 
The house decided to meet hereafter at 3 
p.m. and close opposed business at mid- 
night and adjourn at 1 a.m. Provision 
was made, however, to carry the con- 
sideration of important business beyond 
midnight. The reforms adopted were 
voted into immediate operation.

Tlie latter part of the Federal answer is 
extremely unsatisfactory. It is a com- 
plete .surprise. To be told that British 
subjects much go afishhig on the high 
seas at their own risk, su far as 
exposure to . unjustifiable and piratical 
seizure and plunder, committed under the 
flag of a professedly friendly natien, is 
concerned, is, indeed startling. It is a 
strange doctrine to emanate from ".John 
Bull," and wo cannot help thinking that, 
whatever sympathy it may find at Ottawa, 
it will meet with none at the Court of St. 
.lamoa. Apart altogether from the im- 
portant abstract principle involved, this is 
a very serious ((uestion so far as this pr<j- 
vince, and more especially this comnnmi- 
ty, is concerned. Our sealing fleet is now 
preparing to go to sea for the season's 
fishing, and to be told plainly that they 
must go on their own responsibility, that 
they cannot look to the great and powerful 
nation to which it has been their [)ridc 
and boast to belong, for prDteetinii in the 
exercise of their ordinary and undoubted 
rights as subjects of that nation, is both 
ahirniing and humiliating. The seal fish- 
ing industry, although still in its infancy, 
is one involving hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to this community alone, and it 
may involve life too; for it does iiot seem 
unreasonable to suppose that our sealers 
will, under such circumstances, be driven 
to adopt such measures of self protection 
as may be within their roach, and there 
may arise reprisals and bloodshed, and 
the sleeping lion will bo compelled to 
arouse itself from its present condition of 
somnolency. 

H. M. L. OPPOSITION. 

The resolution of Mr. Boaven askitig 
that the Hon. Mr. Turner be removed 
from his position as an adviser of His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Uovernor l)ecause 
of his attaching his name to a document 
reconnnending Mr. WUliuni Duncan to the 
good graces of the American people, was 
voted down by a large majority of the 
Legislative Assembly. Fifteen members 
of that body declared their confidence ui 
the Hon. Mr. Turner while eight raised 
their hands again.st the amendment moved 
by the member for Kootonay, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Baker. The Finance Minister, 
of course, abstained fiom voting while 
Mr. John, whose .sympathies are under- 
stood ^to be with Mr. 'I'uriier, was un- 
avoidably absent. The trumpery charge 
made against the Finance Minister has 
received the treatment it merited and the 
Opposition move only succeeded in wast- 
ing the time of the House and bringing 
down its censure upon their heads. Long 
b>jfore the by-election when tlie Hon. 
Mr. Turner went before his constituents 
for re-election and was returned by a 
handsome majority over Hon. Mr. 
Humphreys, tiio document which has so 
troubled the mind of the leader of the 
Opposition was in the possession of the 
public. We hud it from the best authority 
at the time that a gentleman 
who is in the confidence of the Opposi- 
tion urged upon one of its leaders the 
advisability of making use of it tlien, "but 
that gentleman said the matter was one 
of too little significance to parade before 
the intelligent electors. Notwithstaiuling 
that the facts were at the tituu well 
known, and the member for Cassiar ac- 
knowledges that he was aware of them, 
the electors of Victoria city showed their 
confidence in Mr. 'J'lirnor's integrity and 
loyalty by sending him hack to the Legis- 
lature as Finance Minister. Since then 
an epidemic uf assuniuil loyalty 
has made ravages in the ranks 
of those faithful and d'jvotod sor- 
vants of the Queen — Her Majesty's Loyal 
Opposition. First the Hon. Mr. Duns- 
muir was the object of their attack. It is 
true that his detractor was one wlio has 
no oharacter to lose in this community 
and that several of the more honorable 



members of the Opposition regarded his 
courae (is an ill-advised one, but the ef- 
fort to stamp the President of the Coun- 
cil as disloyal noverthelets was made and 
much of the infamy of it must attach to 
the Oppuoiti'Ji; uu a v.'hele. 1\Tr Bnavnn, 
who had a character to lose in this 
connnunity, has besmirched it very greatly 
by following in the lines laid down by his 
rival in the Opposition leadership race. 
From him better things were expected, 
but as he has made his bed ho must lie on 
it. When he again comes before the 
electors of this city we have every reason 
to believe that so far from being honored 
by them as he has in the past he will be 
relegated to private life, when ho will 
have ample ojjportunity to review the 
incidents of this session and regret his 
folly in being led into making bo gr'cvous 
an error. The proceedings of the House, 
as related in another column, tell the 
result of his charge against Hon. Mr. 
Turner. It was condenmed by a vote of 
almost two to one. As there are no other 
members of the Executive whom the 
Opposition can, by tlio greatest 
stretch of their imaginution, accuse 
of high crimes anil misdeniuanors they 
have turned their batteries on a private 
member of the House, l\Ir. Simeon Duck, 
claiming that he was elected by bribery 
and corruption, Could madness go 
further ! On Januaiy 25th in consequence 
of the resignation o^^ Mc. Prior, Mr. Duck, 
the Government candidate, defeated Mr. 
^V'illiaras, the Opposition candidate, by 
L'42 votes — one of tlio largest majorities 
(in record in British Columbia, and yet 
in the face of so decisive ;v victory an 
attempt is being made to insult the 
manhood of this city by claiming it was 
bought. Three liguro-hoada, one of 
whdui, if it will 1)0 believed, was recently 
j\Iayor of this city, but who dared not go 
before the ratepayers /igaiu for re-olectiuu, 
have been i)ut up by the oppunents of the 
Government asking an opportunity to 
prove that the votera of this city can bo 
purch.-isod like so many sboep. What 
a humiliating position to ' be placed 
in 1 Wliiit a shameful exhibition 
for citizens of Victoria to make of them- 
selves 1 As charge number one has gone, 
and charge nundier two will go, so charge 
nmnber tlirec »vill oidy reflect in the end 
ui)on tiioso who liave brought it and 
destroy whatever slight feeling there may 
still bo ui favor of the Opposition here. 
Were it not that the legislation of the 
[)n>vince is seriously delayed by these 
trivial charges, necessitating long debates 
in the House and the stagnation of all 
other business, it would be amusing to 
watoli the antics of these political mounte- 
banks who are making of the Legislature 
of this province a laughing stock in the 
eyes of all sensible people. 



A FBBNCH EXAMPLE. 

A French judge has been disgraced by 
the Minister of .Justice for making use of 
impro])er means to secure evidence again.st 
prisoners charged with crimes. The act 
IS hailed with general satisfaction by the 
French pupeis. The method pursued has 
not been peculiar to the judge disgraced, 
and it is believed that the example mad 
will have good eil'cct. Li one case a man 
and woman were convicted and executed 
on the evidence of their six-year-old 
daughter, who was taken into the judge'i 
room and persuaded, with otkes and con 
fectioijs, into making the admissions re 
(piirod. In another case a radical leader 
who was accused of being concerned in 
an attempt to upset the government, was 
tjiken into the ])rivate room of the exam 
ining jiulge, where lie was addressed by 
that ollicial as "my dear fellow,'' and in 
vited to fori;et fur a moment that his 
interrogator v/as a judge and to talk with 
him freely "like two men of the world. 
"Suppose," said the juds;e, "thati were to 
conspire to overturn the government and 
you were in my place, what would you do 
with mo ?" The prisoner replied that the 
attempt would be of such a liair-bruined 
oharacter that he would be disposed to 
place bis questioner in confinement as a 
lunatic. The conversation was abruptly 
broken oil', and the following day the ac- 
cused was sentenced to ten years' impris 
Mument fcjr having insulted a judgo in tin 
exorcise of his judicial functions. Tin 
shameful revelations in theMaxwell-Prel 
lor case whore a man allowed himself to 
bo convicted of an ofiense in order that he 
mightconsortwith the prisonerand "pump 
him is only au instance of other disgrace- 
ful tactics which have boon practiced in 
the United States and Canada. The of 
ficials who pernut such a scandalous f\ist 
oi'.glit to be treated as thoy do it in France- 
The Minister of .fuatico has set 
iin example which might well 
bo followed on this continent. 



it was the general opinion that, as the 
question of truthfulness was between the 
two, it could only bo decided in favor of 
the Hon. Piesidont of the Council.

Mk. Beavbn has always previously 
been understood to be a fairly honorable 
man.

TiiK pharasaical Beaveu is always prat- 
ing of his desiro-to-keep porsoaal matters 
outside of the realms of political discus- 
sion. No man is more prone to this stylo 
of warfare than he. He is continually 
attacking members of the House privately. 
A case in point occurred yesterday, when 
Messrs. Tumor, Beoton & Co. 's business 
atVairs were nuule to do duty for argmiiont. 

Mr. Fry put the case of Mr. Hum- 
phreys very neatly in this way. The 
committee occupied the position of a 
judge, say in a ease qf^aasault. The per- 
son who charges xh'e assault is notified to 
be present and fails to attend; the person 
against whom the assault is alleged, how- 
ever, puts in an appearance. It is thon, 
as no evidence is forthcoming, the mani- 
fest duty of the judge to dismiss the case, 
and that is just what the committee did. 

We believe we would be committing an 
unpardonable sin if wo attonq>ted to give 
the Times any information as to the 
§1,000,000 loan. The paper which gravely 
told us a few days ago when the public 
accounts were brought down that "of the 
million dollar loan there were £150,000 
negotiated, realizing $4.85 per pound, 
equal to $727,500," when it was an occui- 
rence of ten years ago, knows too much 
about the loan for us to teach liini any- 
thing. We don't mind giving it u few 
"pointers" when it wants them ; but not 
on the loan; oli, no ! 

The leader of the Opposition seems to 
feel annoyed that Thk Coloni.st did^fiot 
notice the daily abuse which was showered 
upon Hon. Mr. Turner by the Times. 
Tliere is really no ground for the honor- 
able gentleman's disturbed feelings. Thk 
Colonist, like the Hon. Mr. Turner, 
treated the childish attempt to accuse one 
of Victoria's most estimable.. and most 
loyal citizens of high treason with silent 
contempt. The matter seemed to us to 
be so inordinately silly as to demand no 
notice on our part. The debate in the 
House and the decision of the House 
amply boar us out in the conclusion to 
which we'came.

Slides on llie C. V. K. 

Tho Yale correspondent of the Vancou- 
ver Hendd writes: The section men had 
rather a lively experience with slides 
about three antl a half miles from North 
Bond on Sunday night last. Just a few 
minutes before the passenger train from 
the west arrived at that pomt a slide came 
down; whilst the men were engaged in 
clearing it away another came down and 
several men wore injured. The j)asaenger 
train had pulled up close that the engine 
might give th« workmen light and as tho 
engineer, Rightor, was standing looking 
on bo was caught in the slide and detained 
a prisoner for some time with a big rock 
of about 400 pounds weight on his leg, 
which would have crushed it to a pulp 
had it hot been for tho snow beneath. As 
it was his leg was badly bruised and it 
took two or three men with hand spikes 
some time to dig him out. "Sandy" 
Munroe, the assistant road master, also re- 
ceived a severe bruise on tho log, but was 
able to got around and help his fellow-, 
prisoner out of his perilous position. A 
Siwash was rolled down tho bank about 
300 feet and about 100 feet from the 
river's bank. Ho was badly cut about 
the liead, and it was feared fatally injured. 
A couiilo of watchmen also received se- 
vere bruises by being struck on the arms 
and shoulders, and by falling through the 
bridge on attempting tu make their escape. 
Tho injured men wore taken to their 
homes at North Bond and doctors from 
Kamloopa and Vancouver tologrii)hed for, 
who arrived next niorning. 

Tho work was then abandoned for the 
night, and on being resumed next morn- 
ing it was found that another slide had 
desconded during tho night, and tho road 
was covered about four feet deep for 
several rods. A largo reinforcement of 
men arrived from Yale, Hope, etc., and 
all obstructions were removed before nine 
o'clock, 80 that the trains were allowed to 
proceed.

He had 
listened with a g.reat deal of attention t.i 
the remarks on both sides, and though 
the opposition had painted the case in the 
blackest colon possible, they had failed 
to convince him that they were correct. 
He had listened to the explanation of tho 
hon. finance minister, and it had impressed 
him with its ring of truth. There was no 
doubt in his mind that the hon. gentleman 
was free from any taint of disloyalty or 
treason, and liu therefore would support 
the a-nondinont. (Ap])lause. ) 

Mr. Beaven referred to the* fact that 
The Colom.st had not lU'inted the letter 
in question until he hud incoriiurated it 
with his resolution. Before the election 
of Hon. Mr. Tumor it had not been pub- 
lished in any provincial newspaper. The 
brat paper to publish it was the SlKiiiliird. 
Ho coiisidercd tho action of the linanee 
minister in Higning the letter as a greater 
jiolitical scanilal tlian the Pacilic scandal 
which turned the conservative goverii- 
mont out of ollice (laughter.) He claimed 
that rather than being simply a letter of 
introduction, it was an acknowledgment 
that civil and religious liberty was not to 
be secured in British Coluiubia. .The 
hon. linanco niiiiiater haU m;ide a per.sonal 
attack upon him, but he was content gen- 
erally to let such attacks pass, lion. .Mr. 
Turner had slightingly referred to gov- 
ernments wliicli he (Mr. Heaven) had 
boon connected with, but that honorable 
gentleman had supported him when in 
government and opposition until 188G. 

Hon. Mr. Turner — Well, 1 acknowledge 
my error (huigliter). 

Mr. Beaven, continuing, .said that the 
hon. gontlenian had anpjxu'led him until 
1886. 

Hon. i\Ir. Turner — I supported you 
until I found you wore damaging the 
country (applause). 

Mr. Beaven said that thi hon. finance 
minister had stated that the agent-general 
received but §500 but what about the in- 
cidentals ? 

Hon. Mr. Turner — State thorn. Why 
do you not stick to* the truth? 

Mr. Beaven said many men would be 
glad to have the agency for the honor 
and position of the oiUce, This position 
as agent-general might give him intluunce 
to float Nicola jiuartz mines, and thus 
bring in incidentals of a valuiiblo cliaiac- 
tor. He said tho leador.ship of the oppo- 
sition had been qucHtioiiod, but he thought 
tho generalship of tho govornment was 
not of a particularly bright character. Re- 
ferring to tho remarks of the member for 
Cowichan about wasting the time of tho 
house, he said if they sat for three muntbs 
it was at their own expense, and not at 
tho expense of tho country. Mr. Fry had, 
like Mr. Turner, admired governnients to 
which ho (Mr. lieuven) belonged, and it 
was hard to roconcilo his jiresunt attitude 
when he h.ad been oppo.sud at his election 
by a governineiit candidate. He bad 
stated that he (Mr. B.) was tho lirst man 
to send a gunboat to the northern 
Indians, an American gunboat. Tho hon. 
gentleman explained tho causes which had 
led his government to utilize an Aniei'i- 
can gunboat, which was simply for the 
purpose of trana]K)rtiiig thu necessary olli- 
cials and not for coercing Indians. After 
further remarks, Mr. Beaven said that 
ho would leave the ((uestion to tho good 
sense of tho house. 

Mr. Fry, in explanation, said in reply 
to the surprise of the hon. loader of the 
opposition at Ilia (Mr. Fry's) being on this 
side of the house, that be could ([iiitu un- 
derstand that the grapes wore sour. 

A point was bore raised, and Mr. 
Speaker ruled Mr. Fry out of order. 

The (jriginal reaolution was put and 
lost on the following division;

Hon. Mr. Humphreys thought there 
should bo incorporated m this act. special 
provisions, otherwise it would allow of 
fraudulent companies to step in. 

Mr. Bole was of opinion that the act 
did not seriously all'ect any existing acts, 
and perhajis if the chiuae suggested by the 
hull, member for Comox waa adopted, it 
would give greater protection. 

Mr. Grant thought the bill was in the 
right direction, for it was of the utmost 
necessity that they should be aided by 
foreign capital. At the same time they 
shoiiid safeguard the inihlic. 

Mr. iMcLeeao would give his hearty 
support, and he would favoi any logiti- 
niate steps towards attaining the develop- 
ment of tho iniiies. ' , •
